rrominent White Atlanta

Cc. G. Lambert, general southern 
agent for the Singer Sewing Ma- 
chine company, is one of the most 
prominent citizens of Atlanta. 

He lives at 70 West Fourteenth 
street, in the heart of one of the 
wealthiest, most sanitary districts 
of Atlanta. 

Last Friday Mr. Lambert’s negro 
cook, who lives on the premises, fell 
violently ill. 

Diagnosis by Dr. H. I. Battey, 
Mr. Lambert's personal physician, 
showed the disease to be diphtheria 
in a most malignant form. 

Mr. Lambert has a wife, two 
daughters and a small grandson liv- 
ing with him. 

He knew the virulently contag- 
fous nature of diphtheria. He feared 
for their lives. In common hu- 
manity, he was minded also to take 
ordinary care of a faithful negro 
servant. 

He believed all up-to-date cities 
made scrupulous provision for con- 
tagious disease, remembering that 
contagious disease ignores the color 
line. 

He inquired. There was in all At- 
lanta NO OFFICIAL PLACE WHERE 
HE COULD TAKE A NEGRO AF- 
FLICTED WITH CONTAGIOUS DIS- 
EASE. So far as the city officially 
was concerned, all its population, 
white as well as colored, might be 
menaced by every megro that de- 
veloped a contagious iliness. 

The condition thus dramatized 
moved The Constitution to investi- 
gate.

progress already practically made. The 
fetich of blind partisan loyalty has for some 
time been in a state of decadence in this 
country. Irrespective of the abstract issue 
of woman suffrage, it is likely to continue 
to dwindle in its once-powerful appeal as 
men shake the bonds of prejudice and of 
pre-digested thought and conviction. If 
final proof were needed of this assertion it 
is found in the serio-comic plight of the 
once-mighty republican party. The nominal 
congressional leaders of that organization 
have been industriously trying to rally the 
old boys round the flag to the tune of pre- 
dictions of a politically-created panic. And 
the “old boys,” who once would have 
jumped when the party whip cracked, have 
declined to rally. They have, instead, fur- 
nished further evidence of the debility of 
the party fetich idea by giving non-partisan 
support to those democratic measures they 
knew very well represented the sentiment 
of the country. 

In our day and henceforward, men will 
demand something more than a mere label 
or a sheaf of shibboleth to command their 
loyalty. Name must chime with accuracy 
and conviction be based on sincerity and 
not expediency. There will, of course, al- 
ways be parties as long as we have a popu- 
lar or representative form of government. 
They are an indispensable factor in the 
game of administration. But in the future 
the law of the survival of the fittest is 
going to apply to parties as it does now to 
individuals. The party that depends upon 


dead traditions or a hollow title will ulti- 
mately find itself headed for the political

NEGRO CORN CLUBS 

Professor- George D. Godard, identified 
with industrial training in the common 
schools of the state, has announced his in- 
tention to introduce the corn club idea 
among the negro pupils of the state. 

The plan is a splendid one. If the negro 
has any real, worth-while destiny in the 
southern states it must run along the lines 
of agricultural effort. A minimum of effort 
is being expended in training him for pur- 
suits of this nature, while a maximum of 
effort is directed toward fitting the excep- 
tional few of his race for callings of an aca- 
demic nature. 

Just as the white boy who graduates 
from a corn club has a far start toward be- 
coming an A-l adult farmer, scientific and 
productive, so the negro with the same 
training may become reliable and efficient 
instead of, as now, thriftless and too often 
parasitic. 

Efforts such as those of Professor Godard 
will do more to solve the race problem than 
any quantity of senseless or ill-aimed agits- 
tion.

THE TRIAL OF DANTON. 


Danton’s name stands pre-eminent as one 
of the better class of the French revolu- 
tionists, if any may be so called. At any 
rate to his name cannot be linked those which 
send a feeling of terror through the his- 
tory of that period for their blood-thirstiness. 
It was because he lacked this quality that 
his place was taken by stich men as Mira- 
beau, Robespierre and Marat who more near- 
ly met the views of the Terrorists, who 
grew to be the dominating element. 

Danton had the same desire at heart that 
had those leaders, but he believed that a rev- 
olution could be accomplished through much 
milder methods than did the others. For 
a long time his magnetism and his oratory 
held the people within his grasp, but finally 
the revolution grew to be greater than Dan- 
ton. Conditions were quickly changed for 
the worst and he who would survive was 
compelled to keep up with the procession or 
be trampled in its path. 

Upon many occasions Danton had given 
wise council to his countrymen, and infused 
them with courage. Then, in the course of 
events, Robespierre and Danton came face to 
face as rivals for the leadership of Paris and 
France. Danton was reckless, generous and 
frank; on the other hand, Robespierre was 
cold, severe, cautious and uncompromising. 
Feeling that the contest was unequal, Dan- 
ton withdrew to his native town of Arcis, 
but not fer long, for his associates keenly 
felt his absence from the field of action. 

Shortiy after returning to 
met Robespierre and was accused by him of 
having embezzled the public money. He 
retorted by calling Robespierre a sanguinary 
tyrant. This dispute fixed his doom. His 
wife and friends urged him to fly. “Wither 
flv?” answered Danton. “If freed France 
casts me out, there are only dungeons for 
me elsewhere. One carries not his country 
with him at the sole of his shoes.” 

Danton heard there was a warrant for his 
arrest, but he said: “They dare not, they 
dare not!’ But he forgot that he had Robes- 
pierre, the inflexible, to deal with. On the 
*enight of the 21ist of March, 1794, he was ar- 
rested, and was brought up for trial on the 
znd of April. 

-Upon entering the Luxembourg prison the 
first man to grasp Danton's hand was 
Thomas Paine, author of the “Rights of 
Man.” Paine was now a naturalized French- 
man, and a member of the French national 
convention, and because he had voted against 
the death of Louis XIV the Jacobins had cast 
him into prison, where he remained until the 
death of Robespierre brought about his re- 
lease. 

“What you have done for the liberty and 
happiness of America I have in vain attempt- 
ed to do for France.” 

The trial of Danton was a 
the forms of justice. St. Just, 
had read the accusation against him to the 
convention, and that body weakly voted his 
arrest. On the 2nd, 8rd and 4th of April he 
was tried, with other prisoners, by a packed 
bench and packed jury. But so uneertain 
was the temper of the vast throne that fill- 
ed the streets outside, so violently did Dan- 
ton struggle to burst his bonds that for a 
moment it seemed as though the immense 
reverberation of his voice, heard, it is said, 
even across the Seine, might have awakened 
the force of the people, as so often before, 
and overthrow the Jacobin rule. 

A hasty message to the committee of 
public safety—a hasty decree rushed through 
the convention—and Danton’s voice was 
quelled, and judgment delivered before the 
accused had finished his defense. 

At the trial, when Fouquier Tinville ask- 
ed Danton his name and place of abode, the 
prisoner said: “My name is Danton, a name 
tolerably well known in the revolution. I am 
thirty-five vears old. My abode will soon be 
in nothingness, but my name shall live in 
the pantheon of history.” 

In prison Danton affected 
“IT have enjoyed my moments of existence 
well. TI have made plenty of noise upon 
earth. I have tasted well of life—let us go to 
sleep.” As he mounted the scaffold from 
the cart in which he was conveyed to exe- 
cution he was heard to say: “O my wife, my 
well-beloved; I shall never see thee more!” 

Danton’s last words were to the heads- 
man: “You will show my head to the people 
——{t well worth showing.” Danton was 
executed on the 5th of April, 1794. Robes- 
pierre’s triumph was brief, for his own head 
fell on the 28th of July.

After 
many efforts to find a mode of preparing 
veal which would be both appetizing and 
nutritious and at the same time overcome 
all objections to the veal flavor, I finally 
hit upon a veal loaf which is very popular 
with our family, especially for Sunday tea 
It is really a combination of two recipes, and 
is made after many experiments by elimina- 
ting from one and adding to the other. 
This is the way I make it: 

Veal Loaf. 

Three pounds of fresh veal. 1-4 pound 
uncooked lean ham, 1-4 teaspoon nutmeg, 
1-4 teaspoon curry powder, 1 teaspoon onion 
juice, 2-3 cup of bread or cracker crumbs, 
1-4 pound salt pork, 1 tablespoon salt. 1 
teaspoon pepper, 1 teaspoon mace, 1 egg, 1 
cup of cold water. 

To the chopped or ground veal, pork and 
ham, add the spices, the onion juice, and the 
unbeaten egg, and then stir in the water 
and crumbs, using either bread crumbs or 
cracker crumbs. Mix all thoroughly, mold 
into a loaf, roll in cracker or bread crumbs, 
and place in a dripping pan with a pint of 
boiling water and bake for an hour, or an 
hour and a half, basting often. This is 
good either hot or cold.

SOUTH’S WATER POWER 
RAPIDLY DEVELOPED 


Washington, February 2.—The re- 
markable development of the south’s 
water power resources is told in a 
statement issued today by the federal 
geological survey. It gives results of 
the survey investigation of practically 
all the important rivers of the south- 
ern states. 

At any reasonable valuation per 
horsepower it is stated the undevel- 
oped power of these streams is an.im- 
portant industrial asset. In Georgia 
and the Carolinas more than 100,000 
horsepower has been developed and is 
being used by cotton mills alone. Pub- 
lic service corporations are developing 
300,000 to 400,000 additional horsepower 
in these three states. 

Among the river basins investigated 
were the James, Yadkin, Santee, Sa- 
vannah, Altamaha, Apalachicola, Choc- 
tawhatchee, Mobile and Pearl, with 
their most important tributaries. 


REBELLIOUS SOLDIERS 
WERE CUT TO PIECES 


Nogales, Mexico, February 2.—Of 350 
men of the Guaymas, Mexico, federal 
garrison who mutinied last week after 
killing some of their officers, only 68 
managed to reach the constitutional- 
ists lines about Maytorena, aceurding 
to a dispatch received today frvu:n 
Hermosillo. The others were killed or 
captured and executed by local troops 
under General Ojeda. 

First news of the mutiny reached 
rebel lines when a battle began three 
days ago within the federal camp. The 
mutineers who escaped said one hun- 
dred men of the Twenty-fittn battulion 
of cavalry, under Leutenants Carillo 
and Loma, attempted to desert. They 
were joined by 250 men from other 
battalions, who had killed their offi- 
cers. 

General Ojeda sent the Tenth bat- 
talion of infantry after the deserters, 
and only the two deserting officers 
and sixty-six followers cut their Way 
out. 


REBATING CHARGES 
TO BE INVESTIGATED 


Washington, February 2.—The seh- 
ate today ‘“‘requested” the interstate 
commerce commission to investigate 
charges that rebates have been re- 
ceived from the railroads by the United 
States Steel corporation in a resolution 
offered by Senator Norris. The resolu- 
tion displaced that offered by Senator 
Lane and an amendment by the inter- 
state commerce committee. 

The Lane resolution had precipitated 
bitter debate, in which David Lamar 
was named as its author. 

Lamar, named on the floor as the 
“wolf of Wall street,” watched final 
dispositon from the senate gallerv.

Cummins’ amendment to the agricul- 
tural extension bill for distribution of 
funds for agricultural education on a 
basis of improved land instead of rural 
population was opposed by Senator 
Hoke Smith, of Georgia, today.

LITERACY TEST STICKS 
N IMMIGRATION BILL 


Attempt to Eliminate Feature 
Fails—Wilson Said to 
Be Opposed. 


Washington February 2.—Final ac- 
tion on the Burnett immigration bill 
was postponed again tonight, when the 
house adjourned after voting down, 
173 to 120, a motion of Representative 
Goldfogle, of New York, to eliminate 
the literacy test feature of the meas- 
ure. It was on account of this pro- 
vision that President Taft vetoed a 
similar measure passed by the last con- 
gress. 

During the day President Wilson let 
it be known that, while he would not 
make public his position on the lit- 
eracy test until he was consulted by 
the committees of congress, those who 
asked him privately for his views found 
that he was opposed to the proposi- 
tion because he did not believe it was 
a fair test of character. 

Tomorrow debate will continue on 
an amendment offered by Hepresenta- 
tive Hayes, of California, which would 
exclude Mongclian, Malay and Afri- 
car immigrants. A modification of this 
amendment, introduced by Representa- 
tive Lenroot, of Wisconsin, adding the 
words “unless otherwise provided for 


or by treaties, conventions or agree- 
ments that may hereafter be entered 
into,” was adopted just before ad- 
journment by a vote of 111 to 90. With 
this change the proposed legislation 
would not affect Japanese immigration. 

Most of the Facific coast representa- 
tives voted for the modification, be- 
lieving that it woud be impossible to 
secure the passage of the _ original 
amendment.

On the same basis of decrease in 
rates the states of Maine, Vermont, 
Connecticut, Pennsylvania, Delaware, 
West Virginia, Kentucky, Ohlo, New 
Jersey, Illinois and Louisiana are put- 
ting into force a new system in intra- 
state exbress business.

RUSS AMBASSADORSHIP 
S DECLINED BY PINDELL 


Washington, February 2?2.—Henry M. 
Pindell, of Peoria, IIL, who was nomi- 
nated recently and. confirmed as am- 
bassador to Russia, has declined the 
appointment, according to a letter to 
president Wilson, made public at the 
white house today. 

Mr. Pindell wrote President Wilson 
that although the senate had investi- 
gated accusations in connection with 
his appointment he felt, nevertheless, 
that no controversy of any kind should 
surround the appointment of any am- 
bassador, as it was liable to be misun- 
derstood abroad. 

President Wilson, 
Which he expressed regret and his un- 
qualitied confidence in Mr. Pindell’s 
ability, character, discretion and suit- 
ability for the post, accepted the de- 
Clination. 

The controversy over Mr. Pindell’s 
nomination grew out of a publication 
of what purported to be‘a letter from 
Senator Lewis, of Illinois, to Mr. Pin- 
dell, urging the latter to accept the 
post of ambassador to Russia for a 
year and saying he would be relieved 
of diplomatic responsibility for impor- 
tant negotiations and could travel free- 
ly in Europe. 

Senator Lewis charged that the let- 
ter was a forgery, and Secretary Bryan 
later ina public statement revealed 
that the circumstances were that Mr. 
Pindell had said he could only accept 
the post for a year because he did not 
feel that he could be absent from his 
business for any longer period. No 
mention, it was said, was made of any 
diplomatic task or duties. 

A senate committee investigated the 
correspondence and recommended the 
confirmation of Mr. Pindell. 

With the Russian ambassadorship 
again open, there was 
circles about the likelihood of Charles 
R. Crane, of Chicago, being named. Mr. 
Crane was uppermost in the president’s 
mind early last year for the post, but 
is understood to have declined because 
of his business at that time in 
country. 

Mr. Crane took luncheon with the 
president a few days ago. 

Pindell Explains Declination. 

St. Louis, Mo. February 2.—Henry 
M. Pindell, of Peoria, Ill, who today 
declined the ambassadorship to Russia 
after oeing confirmed by the 
arrived here tonight to visit his mother, 
who is ill. Explaining his declination 
of the Russian post, Mr. Pindell said: 

“T have absolute faith in the princi- 
ples of President Wilson’s administra- 
tion and in its integrity in the fight 
for these principles. I believe so deep- 
ly in the opportunity of democracy at 
the present time that I could not think 
of hindering ft. in the slightest degree. 
The president's falth in me obligated 
me to the extreme of loyalty in re- 
turn. 

“My conclusion in the matter was a 
slow mental development. The action 
of the senate subcommittee to which 
my appointment was referred was so 
delayed by the illness of Senator Stone 
and by the delay of the senate in fin- 
ishing the currency bill, that I came 
to feel that the delay—the unavoidable 
unfortunate circumstances to which 
the appointment thus was subjected— 
prevented my xoing to Russia with the 
self-assurance that I desired if I would 
represent the udministration, as. the 
president trusted me to do. 

‘Consequently the feeling grew on 
me that it was my duty, having been 
vindicated, to decline the ambassador- 
ship. I felt that I ought not to go 
unless I coulda give the president the 
full benefit of my services. I thought 
that the long delay had prejudiced me, 
and with that feeling, it seemed to me 
that my usefulness would be impaired.”

ROCK Tr] MADE 
NEW LOW RECORD 


Common Stock Dropped 
| Three and Three-Quarters; 
Preferred, Four and Five- 
Eighths—Bonds Irregular. 


New York, February 2.—Extension of 
the upward movement in stocks was 
Prevented today by a combination of 
bearish influences. The most disturb- 
ing factor was renewed selling of Rock 
Island securities, which became acutely 
weak. Last week’s report that the 
company would be reorganized was 
followed today by intimations that div- 
idends might be suspended on the Chi- 
cago, Rock Island and Pacific stock, 
which is security for the Rock Island 
collateral fours. Denial of this report 
lessened the volume of selling which, 
for a time, was of unusually large 
but the stocks reached 
the lowest prices in the history of the 
company. The common dropped 3% 
to 9%, the preferred 4% to 14%, the 
collateral fours 2% to 45% and the 
refunding fours 2% to 75%. Partial 
recovery was effected later. 

The effect on the general market of 
the drop in these securities was 
heightened by extensive selling here 
for European account. London un- 
loaded perhaps 35,000 shares, princi- 
pally Union Pacific, Canadian Pacific 
and Steel and Amalgamated. Another 
unsettling feature was pressure against 
various investment stocks among 
which American Telephone, Canadian 
Pacific and New York Central were 
conspicuous. Western’ Union sold off 
in sympathy with American Telephone, 
these shares being influenced by the 
postmaster general's recommendations 
in favor of government acquisition of 
the wire system 

December repcrts of the larger east- 
ern railroads were distinctly unfavor- 
able. New York Central showed a de- 
crease in net of $3,087,000, which was 
largely responsible for the heaviness of 
the stock. Pennsylvania's operating 
income fell off $703.000.0° New Haven 
reported a deficit for the month of 
$114,000. 

With nothing in the way of bullish 
news to counteract the effect of these 
influences, traders on the long side 
were unable to bring about a resump- 
tion of the upturn of late last! week. 
The movement in general was not 
large, but the undertone was heavy, 
and before the end of the day some 
of the popular stocks were depressed 
a point or more. 

The market 
was little disturbed by liquidation of 
the Rock Island bonds.

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_. Brooding of Young Teacher 


Ended in - Sel f-Destruction' 


Bostwick, Ga., February 2.—(Spe- 
cial.) —The sad death of Professor 
Crawford E. Aiken, the young teacher 
who committed suicide here last week 
after he had been temporarily sus- 
pended by the local school board, is 
still being lamented by his many 
friends here. 

In the sensation caused by his rash 
act some of the reports published 
about the events leading up to his 
death were somewhat erroneous. The 
history of the trouble, the brooding 
over Which caused the young man to 
become mentally unbalanced, was as 
follows 

The whipping of the 16-year-old 
boy, Emmet Cary, by Professor Aiken 
for spitting water on the heads and 
pooks of several of the scholars was 
the ne of the trouble. 
occurred on January 13. Emmet was 
back in school the 14th and 15th, and 
“was unusually polite and respectful to 
Professor Aiken and the other teach- 


ers. 

His father, John M. Cary, one of 
our best citizens, brought Bmmet to 
Bostwick on the morning of January 
16. Four of the local trustees ex- 
amined the body of the boy and at- 
tached so little importance to the mat- 
ter that they did not even reprove 
Professor Aiken. mas Cary, i ite 
stated, then carried Emmet to Madi- 
son and had Dr. Trotter to examine 
him, and then swore out a warrant 
against Professor Aiken for assault 
and battery. 

On Thursday, January 22, nearly ten 
days after the whipping, the school 
running in perfect harmony, with full 
attendance, including the children of 
R. B. Carter and W. W. Ruark, sons- 
in-law and near neighbors of Mr. 
Cary. E. Bird, the county school 
superintendent of Morgan county, 
brought the deputy sheriff to Bost- 
wick in his automobile to arrest Pro- 
fessor Aiken on the assault and Dat- 
tery charge. 

Superintendent Bird immediately 
went to see J, A, Snellings, chairman 
of the local board of trustees, ahd 
told Snellings that he, Bird, had come 
to Bostwic to suspend Professor 
Aiken, but as he, Snellings, was chair- 
man of the local board of trustees, if 
he would call a meeting. and suspend 
Aiken, pending the action of the coun- 
ty board of education, put a teacher 
in Professor Aiken’s place, he, Bird, 
would let the matter take that course. 
It was then and there agreed by Bird 
and Snellings to suspend Professor 
Aiken. 

Snellings immediately called a meet- 
ing of the local board of trustees, to 
be held that night. The fact that the 
local board intended to eer Pro- 
fessor Aiken was generally known 
in the town and community before the 
board met. When the board did meet 
on that night two of the lady teach- 
> ers, Misses Spears and Samuels, volun- 
turily appeared before the board and 
told them that it would be very unwise 
and unjust to suspend a man who was 
doing his whole duty, and told the 
board that if they suspended Professor 
Aiken they would resign, giving as 


their reason that the efficiency of the 
school would be seriously impaired. 
Second Held. 

This loyalty to Professor Aiken on 
the part of these youns ladies was, in 
the opinion of the majority of the 
Patrons, very commendable, as it 
showed the splendid condition of the 
affairs of the school. The local board 


of trustees held another meeting cn | 


the night of January 23, and following 
the instructions of Superintendent 
Bird, suspended Professor Aiken, de- 
manded the keys to the schoolhouse 
and accepted the resignation of the 
two lady teachers. 

The patrons of the school, feeling 
that the action of the trustees was 
unwise, uncalled for and unjustified, 

M. Preston, at the instance of other 
patrons, went to see Chairman Snell- 
ings had stated.to him that the vatrons 
of the school were dissatisfied with 
the action of the trustees, whereupon 
Mr. Snellings stated that he did not 
want to be contrary, and told Mr. 
Preston if two-thirds of the patrons 
would sign a petition asking the. trus- 
tees to rescind their action he would 
call a meeting of the board and con- 
sider same. The petition was circu- 
lated and signed to rescind their ac- 
tion. Mr. Snellings was seen immedi- 
ately by Mr. Preston, all the trustees 
being in town waiting to attend the 
meeting, and told that the petition 
was signed and asked him to call the 
meetin Mr. Snellings then and there 
refus to call the meeting, and stated 
that they had acted and would let the 
county board settle the matter. 

County Board Exonerated. 

The county board of education held 
a meeting in Madison on Tuesday, the 
27th of January, and after hearing the 
evidence of Dr. Trotter and others 
exhonerated Professor Aiken of the 
charge of cruel whipping and rein- 
stated him and the two young ladies. 

Professor Aiken took charge of the 
school on the 28th of January with a 
full attendance, everything apparently 
satisfactory to all concerned, and he 
seemed pleased and happy. He taught 
Wednesday and Thursday. On Thurs- 
day he began to brood over what he 
thought to be an unjust, uncalled for, 
premeditated, determined and  per- 
sistent effert to oust him from his posi- 
tion, where he had taught for nearly 
two years, against the sincere, persist- 
ent and expressed protest of at least 
80 per cent of the patrons whom he 
had served faithfully for so long a 
time. This thought weighed so heav- 
ily upon his mind that he became tem- 
porarily deranged and took his own 
life.
